fixed by the legislative branch of said 
municipality, together with interest on 
all sums unpaid at such date; provid- 
ed that the interest on the said bonds 
shall be paid semi-annually, one of 
such semi-annual payments being fix- 
ed at the date of, the payment of the 
annual installment of j:he principal of 
such indebtedness; and provided fur- 
ther, that said interest shall be evi- 
denced by proper coupons attached to 
said bonds, and that said bonds shall 
be signed by the Executive of said 
city, to-wit, the President of the Board 
of Trustees of said city, and also by 
the Treasurer of said city, and shall 
be countersigned by the City Clerk of 
said city; and the coupons of said 
bonds shall be numbered consecutively 
and signed by said Treasurer. 


Section 11.—Any and all bonds is- 


sued in pursuance hereof shall be sold 
in the manner provided by law for 
not less than par value, and for gold 
coin of the United States of America.

Sewer Bonds Discussed 


Before Club Ladies 


A Trell known business man of Co- 


Vina has beeii burying a portion of his 
talents In the ground, or at least has 
bidden from the public one talent which 
hlfl friends did not know that he pos- 
sessed. E. P. Warner, one of the pro- 
prietors of the Warner-Whitsel store, 
talked to the ladies of the Monday 
Afternoon Club this week on the sub- 
ject of the proposed sower system 
•which Covina will vote upon at a city 
election, Saturday, December 30. Mr. 
Warner has not been known as a pub- 
lic speaker, and he would probably 
deny it if accused of being a platform 
orator, but- he presented the case for 
the city in about as complete and 
convincing a style as any trained man 
of the stump. 


As chairman of the sewer committee 


of the Covina board of trustees, Mr. 
Warner was asked by the club ladles 
to address them on this important 
civic improvement, and the afternoon 
was devoted wholly to a discussion of 
the proposed sewer, the program be- 
ing under the direction of the civics 
committee of the club, Mrs. C. W. 
Coman presiding. 


Mr. Warnej placed before the audi- 


ence a map snowing the extent of tho 
sewer system, beginning at the dead 
end of the 
pipes and proceeding 


through mains and laterals to the 
server outfall, which is to be on land 
owned by the city sooth of the town, 
and which will be planted to walnuts. 
This system, be pointed out, had been 
prepared by competent engineers, who 
had provided a system which can be 
extended and amplified to take care 
of the sewerage for a city of 30,000 
people, thua insuring that it will re- 
main adequate for Covina's use for 
many years to come. A bond issue of 
$70,000 is to be voted upon. These 
bonds will run for a pe'riod of thirty- 
five years, carrying five per cent in 
teresi, and a portion of them will be 
retired each year. 


"Assuming that this city is going to 


grow," said Mr. Warner, "and that 
there will be> a steady increase In im- 
provements in the city. The present 
improvements, at the time when the 
sewer is proposed, amount to $311,000. 
Poor ~"year» ago they amounted to 
$102,000, so that they have practi- 
cally doubled in five years. This be- 
ing the case, we are more than safe 
in assuming a corresponding growth 
for the next five years, or that our 
improvements will double if we give 
thiem a chance. Many, many thous- 
ands of dollars have come to Covina 
for-investment in the past three years 
and have passed on because of our 
lack of modern Improvements. 
Busi- 


ness men simply cannot erect large 
buildings and make permanent invest- 
ments under present conditions, but 
ttoey will be very glad to if we make 
impossible. This means that, although 
the first year/that the sewer is in op- 
eration, the man 'who is now paying 
taxes amounting to $10, wJU Pa? $15. 
The second year he will not have to 
pay. so much, and, the third year it 
wjlj^have again decreased, because of 
file steatTy' retirement of the principal, 
while all during this time, the im- 
provements in the 
city will be in- 


creasing, and after five years thse new1 
improvements made within the city 
wlB take care of the remainder of the 
premium, and our tax rate should be 
back where it is now. This is an ab- 
solute fact, based on simple figures. 
Wd all believe that this city is going 
to grow, and we all know that one of 
the reasons to make it grow is the es- 
tablishment of an adequate sewer sys- 
tem." 


"Besides this fact," said Mr. War- 


ner, "a walnut grove, which the city 
can plant on the land where the out- 
fall is to be installed, can soon become 
an income-paying property. It is rea- 
sonable to suppose that the city can 
make money from agriculture, just as 
the* city of Pasadena is now doing on 
its sewer outfall land on the Covina 
llnfr. near El Monte, where they have 
4001 acres in walnuts. If we, in the 
Corina valley, know anything about 
the results from walnut-raising, we 
know, (and we are advised by expert 
walnut growers), that this crop will 
retire the remaining bonds when the 
trees come into bearing." 


"Cities do not die like men," said 


thes speaker. "This city is not going 
to proceed just so far, and then begin' 
to go down hill, as a man does in old, 
agdv It is going to grow more and 
more lusty and strong as- the years 
proceed, and something "must be done 
by far-sighted, citizens for this future." 


"Because of the increase in city im- 


provements from the time that the 
sewer is-installed, and because of the 
income that will be received from the 
walnuts, it can be truthfully figured, 
that the people who now vote for this 
improvement will receive a sewer cost- 
ing $70,000, which will in reality cost 
the present voters, or the ones to 
whom they may sell their property, 
from $16,000 to $20,000. This has been 
the history of every progressive im- 
provement in every progressive muni- 
cipality." 


"Out of an assessed valuation of 


$934,000, we have non-residents who 
own property to the amount of $171,- 
661," said Mr. Warner. The whole 
number of non-resident property own- 
era is 118. The remaining 75 non- 
residents I estimate to own $30,000 
worth of property, making the whole 
amount of property owned by persons 
living far from the city, over $200,000. 
This does- not include the people who 
live just outside of Covina City, and 
who own property within the city. 
We look upon them ,in a way, as be- 
ins a part of our progressive system 
of upbuilding the entire valley,! and 
could these people vote in our muni- 
cipality, they would undoubtedly vote 
for civic improvements. But the point 
is, that the people who live in New 
South Wales, in Boston, and in every 
other distant place, and who own prop- 
erty in Covina, will be obliged to as- 
sist in paying for this sewer, just in 
the same proportion as we will assist 
who live here and make it our home 
city. You will readily see how much 
a proportion of this money for the new 
sewer must come from non-residents." 


"The buEiness property and stocks 


j of goods of Covina," said the speaker, 


j pay a little over 30 per cent of the 


I taxes. We get a small income from 
| the franchises of the Pacific electric 
} railroad, the water company and fthe 
gas and telephone companies, but you 
must know that this income is based 
on the amount of business that the 
companies transact, and if the city 
grows, the amount of income from 
these companies will increase. The 
sewer will increase the income from 
these companies. It cannot help but 


] do this." 


"Estimates on the cost of a public 


improvement are always placed at a 
larger figure than it is expected that 
the improvements will cost," said Mr 
Warner. This is done in order not to 
be obliged to issue another 
net oi 


bonds. The estimates on the cost of 
this sewer, made by the engineers, is 
$70,000, but the board of trustees does 
not believe that the initial system 
will coat more than 
$50,000. The 


1 amount of bonds issued will corre- 
spond to the need of the bonds. No 
more will be issued than is necessary 
to pay for the improvement." 


"We are now and have been paying 


I almost as much for cesspools each 


; year as our, sewer bonds will take to 
retire them and have nothing to show 
for it. A low average on the cost of 
digging and fitting a cesspool for use 
is fifty dollars, and the average life is 
five years. 
The annual renewal of 


these is costing the city as much as 
our average payment on the bonds 
will be, only in this case the burden 
is not divided equally. In other words, 
the poor man has to pav as much to 
build and maintain a cesspool as the 
rich man does, while a sewer must be 
paid for from taxes levied on property 
values. This country in the upper San 
Gabriel valley is full of "pockets," and 
is uneven. It does not take sewage 
well; it does not filtrate evenly. It 
is therefore a fact that we never know 
whether a cesspool is going to be a 
success or not, and if the drainage 
seems all right, it may be that the 
filth is running into a place where 
it will endanger public health. There 
are 147 open vaults and many more 
than that many cesspools in the city 
of Covina. Millions and millions of 
flies breed in these places. Strangers 
.coming into the city remark about 
the prevalence of flies. They may not 
speak of it to you, because they are 
your guests, but they come into our 
store, and they are not at all bashful 
about speaking of this great nuisance. 


We cannot have these millions of 


germ-carrinrs without sickness. 
You 


know what our experience has been 
in the past." 


"These open vaults and other kin- 


dred nuisances must all be done away 
with whether the sewer is built or not. 
The state board of health keeps a 
very close watch on the smaller cities 
of California and has informed 
the 


city of Covina, as well as all other 
cities, that the open vaults are in 
violation of its ideas of proper sanita- 
tion. 
The city of Covina must do 


away wHJL these vaults for its own 
ppoEect'lon. It will not be an expense 
which the board of trustees care to 
impose on anyone, 
but 
the 
board 


would be neglecting its duty to the 
children of Covina if it were to allow 
present conditions to continue indefi- 
nitely after having, been warned by 
the health officials. In case of any out- 
break here of contageous disease we 
have reason to think they will take 
action and insist on the abolishment 
of the vaults." 
"~~ 


"It has been stated- that there will 


be a danger of a shortage of water 
with which to flush this sewer," said 
the spealter, 
"This is not so. This 


Is simply idle talk that is not based 
on any fact. 
Our city engineer, to- 


gether with competent consulting en- 
gineers, have drawn up the maps and 
specifications for this sewer, going to 
infinite pains, under salary from the 
city, and they have passed upon the 
amount of water that it will take to 
flush the thirty-six flush tanks which 
the system calls for. The present 
amount of water being used by the 
city 
is twenty 
California 
miner's 


inches. An inch of water is 13,000 gal- 
lons for 24 hours, making our entire 
quantity, 260,000 gallons. 
An addi- 


tional inch of water, making twenty- 
one inches, has been figured by the 
engineers as 
sufficient 
quantity to 


flush the thirty-six underground tanks 
every few hours: This water an be 
had in plenty at all times of tl • year. 
As a board of trustees we know that 
the water suply is absolutely adequate 
for this system. There may be some 
things about the water system in Co- 
vina that are not as they should be. 
The'water rates are fixed each year 
by the city board of trustees, and 
these- rates are as low as any similar 
city in the state. Our water system 
is as good as can be expected for a 
city of this size, and many improve- 
ments have been made during the 
opast year that puts the system on a 
much better working basis. The state- 
ment that we cannot care for our sew- 
er with the present water system is 
idle talk from wholly uninformed peo- 
ple, and I cannot make this too strong 
in my statement." 


Mr. Warner concluded his address 


with the succinct remark: 


"No less than fifty cities and towns 


are registered in the columns where 
civic improvements of this kind are 
being done. This I know from scan- 
ning the paper issued in the interests 
of municipalities." 


"We MUST go ahead; we MUST 


progress with the other localities of 
the state. Such matters as sewer sys- 
tems must be considered, or we will 
be a back number always. A laundry 
company is figuring right now on com- 
ing into Covina as soon as the sewer 
is installed. There is over 
51000 a 


month that goes out of this city in 
laundry bills, and it is done in a neigh- 
boring progressive city. 
We want 


this business at home. 
Ninety per 


cent of the laundry business is hand 
labor, and this means employment for 
a iarge number of our home people. 
We can establish a laundry here, and I 
have better and cheaper work ilonei 
than is now tl~e r-ase." 
! 


Since the above was given it has 


been pointed out, in private conversa- 
tion, that the fire hydrants here are 
not attached to the domestic system 
at all, although presumably* fed By the 
same reservoir. 


As the pressure of the fire mains 


seems to be controlled by a system of 
cut-offs and valves, which, it is re- 
ported, are under the personal super- 
vision' of the head of the water com- 
pany, it can easily be understood that 
the pressure need' not be the same in 
the twa sets of pipes. 


An ordinance looking to the regula- 


tion of the pressure in all of the pipes 
was ordered prepared by the board at 
their last meeting. 


On the program also was Prof. J. J. 


Morgan, principal Of the Covina Union 
High School, who spoke briefly 
in 


favor of the sewer system; also City 
Attorney A. M. Pence, Trustee W. M. 
Griswold. In the discussion that fol 
lowed, there were others who asked 
questions. 


A very interesting paper was read 


by City Engineer F. G. Dessery: 


Mr. Dessery said in part: 
The term "sanitary science" is con 


veniently employed to cover that body 
of organised knowledge which has to 
do with health, either personal or pub- 
lic. It is not 'an exact science, like 
mathematics, but rather one of the in 
duciive sciences, like physics, chemis- 
try, and biology, of which last it is a 
subdivision. Like the other inductive 
sciences it depends upon observation, 
generalization, and verification, and in- 
cludes a body of established doctrines, 
which have been reached by these pro- 
cesses. From another point of view 
sanitary science is the science of 
health, and is, therefore, equivalent 
to hygiene. Until quite recently the 
term sanitary science was used' in 
Great Britain largely to the exclusion 
of the term hygiene, while in Germany 
the reverse was and still is the case. 
The present tendency in America ap- 
pears to be to employ both terms with 
somewhat different meanings attached 
to each. A good illustration of the 
present practical usage of these terms 
is afforded in the letter of instructions 
addressed by the president of the Unit- 
ed States to the Panama canal com- 
missioners, in which the 
following 


paragraph occurs: 


"There is one matter to which I 


wish to ask your special attention— 
the question of sanitation and hy- 
giene. You will take measures to se- 
cure the best medical;experts for this 
purpose whom you can obtain, and 
you will of course make the contrac- 
tors submit as implicitly as your own 
employees to all the rules and regula- 
tions of the medical department under 
you." 


Practical hygiene and sanitation, 


and especially public health 
work, 


may thus proceed along either of the 
tw* lines indicated, namely, reinforce- 
ment of the organism in its struggles 
with infectious microbes, or. exclusion 
of the microbes and their destruction 
in the environment. The latter is com- 
monly known as "sanitation," as op- 
posed to "hygiene." It deals rather 
with the,control of the intrinsic en- 
vironment that with the control of the 
intrinoit living mechanism, and it is 
therefore largely connected with prob- 
lems of sanitary engineering. , 


If instead, of dealing with the indi- 


vidual, we deal with groups or masses 
of individuals in the form of commu- 
nities, such as families-,- villages, cities, 
states, or nations, all the difficulties 
(and these are by no' means few) con- 
nected with individual hygiene be- 
comes enormously multiplied and com- 
plicated. It is sufficiently difficult to 
understand the phenomena of personal 
health or personal hygiene, but when 
the problems of the individual under 
varying conditions dealing with a var- 
iable environment are multiplied and 
complicated by the introduction of 
those of other individuals with the 
inevitable effects which these produce 
upon the common surroundings, it will 
be seen that the public health prob- 
lems with which we have to 'deal are 
by no means either simple or easy oC 
solution. 


DEATH RATE DECLINES. 


As a result of the immense progress 


which has been made in our know- 
ledge of the methods of dissemination 
of infectious and contageous diseases, 
and doubtless also in part because of 
the general improvements which the 
nineteenth century has witnessed- in 
housing, heating and ventilation, and 
the better protection of the health of 
the individuals as well as communi- 
ties, a distinct decline in the death 
rate is apparent and a correspondingly 
greater longevity. It is impossible to 
determine how much influence should 
be credited to general improvements, 
the result of a higher degree of civili- 
zation, but after making all deductions 
it probably still remains true that life 
is safer and longer today than ever 
before, largely because of the better 
knowledge of the causes of diseases 
and a better practice of the arts of hy- 
giene and sanitation among the peo- 
ple. The discoveries which have been 
made in respect to the principal in- 
fectious and contageous diseases af- 
fecting the human race have within 
the last fifty years been so extensive 
and so extraordinary that the names 
of these diseases have become almost 
household words, and the methods of 
dealing with them have become famil- 
iar, not only to physicians, but to sani- 
tary experts and the intelligent public 
in general. 


In all cases the sanitary engineer, as 


is true of the civil engineer, should 
have for his further purpose the con- 
struction of his works so as to bring 
about the desired result at the least 
cost, when considering both the first 
investment and the operating expens- 
es.- 


The relations of the public health to 


this branch of engineering have al- 
ready been pointed out. With the 
rapid advance of practical knowledge 
along the lines of sanitary science, this 
profession, while resting upon the 
same foundation as civil engineering, 
has in recent years gradually called 
for an increased practical, knowledge 
of vital statistics, 6f chemistry and 
biology as applied 
to 
its 
special 


branches. It is not necessary for the 
sanitary engineer to be a trained ana- 
lyst, or accomplished in the details of 
state medicine, but lie should be in

Fires In Small Cottages 


Threaten Other Homes 


Fast work on the part of the volun- 


teer fire department of Covina prc- 
fented a row of houses on Cottage 
Ejrlve from being destroyed, as the er- 
sult'of a blaze which started Wednes- 
day ;night at 7:15 o'clock in the home 
of Nelson J. Snodgrass. Two lines of 
tiose were directed on the 'burning 
funding in. less than three minutes 
Batter the alarm was sent in, arid by 
desperate fighting, the men subdued 
the flames to a point where the other, 
cpttages were placed out of danger. 


'The Snodgrass home is a small cot- 
tage on the north side of the street, 
and the homes on each side are very 
close. When the flames were discover- 
ejd they were breaking through the 
roof, and the townspeople succeeded 
in getting Into the building, which 
was quickly stripped of every article 
of furniture. The house next door,, oc- 
cupied by Miss Fannie and Miss Clara 
Davis and Mrs. Zentner, was cleared 
of furniture, as was also the home of 
Mrs J Caroline Wolfarth, mother of the 
Covina jeweler. 


The Snodgrass building was origin- 


ally erected largely of redwood, which 
bums slower than other material, and 
this fact aided the fire-fighters. The 
building was completely gutted, leav- 
ing only a shell standing, but the 
other 
houses 
were 
not 
injured. 


Streams were carried to the top of 
the adjoining house and poured down 
on the fire. The. tvvp streams were 
directed'by Chief Frank Kendall and 
Assistant: Chief JBYahto Johnson, who 
performed creditable w'ork, 'and re- 
ceived, praise for the efficient fire-fight- 
ing. Tjhe v. Snodgrass building carried 
no'.-insurance. Mr. Snodgrass stated 


afterward that lie believed the fire 
was of incendiary origin, done in order 
to cover a theft of valuable silver- 
ware, which was missing when he ex- 
amined his household goods. Another 
reason advanced by neighbors was 
that the fire caught from defective 
wiring. 


LARICK HOME DESTROYED. 
Fire broke out at 7 o*clock on Mon- 


day night in the home of Walter J. 
Larick, a small unplastered house sit- 
uated not more than twenty-five feet 
from the large structure of the Church 
of the Brethren on Puente street.^The 
fire was caused by the overturning of 
a kerosene lamp in the hands of Mrs. 
Larick. The woman was barely able 
to drag herself and the two children 
into the yard. The house was a mass 
of flames when the firemen arrived, 
and after the long run from the center 
of the city. The water pressure, which 
is very poor at all points south of Cit- 
rus avenue, was so inadequate that 
the firemen were seriously handicap- 
ped. 
The absence of a good stream 


of water very nearly caused the loss 
of the Brethren church, which several 
times was smoking in places. 
The 


house on the opposite side was a 
sufficient distance from the burning 
building, so that it was not so greatly 
in danger. The burned building was 
owned by Miss Rose Jones. The Lar- 
ick family lost all the household goods. 


The two fires this week make the 


third fire within ten days, the other 
being the ^burning of a small cottage 
on Cente/ street on December 8, in 
which Bert Hennegan lived. Before 
these fires occurred the city had prac- 
tically no fires for two years. 


Will Open "Rest Gardens" 


On Badillo Avenue. 


(A garden plot of a little less tlian 


&ii acre, situated-, between Citrus ave- 
nue and Secorid street on Badillo ave- 
nue, just:in the rear of the handsome 
residence owned by C. E. Bemis, has 
bjfeen leased for a term of two years 
by the Covina Chamber of Commerce, 
and will.be opened very shortly as a 
public garden. This plot of ground is 
just 300 feet from the corner of Citrus 
and Badillo avenues, the main corner 
of the city. The lot is 180 feet front- 
ing on Badillo avenue, with a depth 
of 175 feet 


This property is owned by W. H. 


Hanson of Long Beach, who was for- 
merly a;resident here. On the ground 
is a small cottage house, with which 
it is proposed to make a building to 
be known as a rest room for visiting 
ladies. It has been broached to 'the 
members of the Monday Afternoon 
Club, who may take the opportunity 
offered them, and make this building 
a thoroughly desirable place for visit- 
ors. The owner has given 'a lease of 
.two years, with an option also attach- 


ed, which reads that the property may 
be purchased;/at the expiration of the 
lease. The matter of the purchase will 
be considered "by the city board, of 
trustees at a later date. 


President George Griffiths "of the 


Chamber of Commerce, who was large- 
ly instrumental in bringing about the' 
acquisition of this desirable property, 
says that he expects to get the mem- 
bers to Jinprove the property at once. 
A contractor is already figuring on the 
erection of an open-sided "rainada," 


\

to be built in a style suggested by 
the Japanese tea-garden houses, and 
the main building for the use of the 
Chamber of Comerce will be a small 
one, built in mission style, and having 
a large amount of sun-room, fitted 
with glass, for the exhibition of all 
kinds of citrus and deciduous fruits 
and farm products.' 


The matter of acquiring this prop- 


erty was first suggested by C. W. 
Potter, a director in the Chamber of 
Commerce, and a prominent rancher 
of the Covina valley. The plot is al- 
ready set to many beautiful shrubs 
and flowering plants.. It is suggested 
by President Griffiths that this garden 
can be beautified at very little ex- 
pense by a system of donating ser- 
vices. The city of-Covina has offered 
to supply crushed stone for the walks, 
and will in other ways assist the pro- 
ject. Mr. Griffiths is himself a prac- 
tical landscape, gardener, 
who has 


proved by the work which he has done 
on his own property that he is capa- 
ble of making such a public park a 
beauty spot for the city. 


When the garden is ready to open 


to the public, the Pacific Electric rail- 
road company will be asked to stop 
all cars at this point and an archway 
will be erected at the entrance, show- 
ing the people the way into the "Rest 
Gardens." Seats beneath the trees 
will be plentifully 
provided. It is 


thought that this property can be op- 
ened for the use of the public within 
a few weeks.

The board of trustees, in taking ac- 


tion this week to establish a uniform 
high pressure for fire protection, has 
done a commendable thing, and one 
•which will generally meet with the \ 
approval of everyone. 
Fire under- 


writers are persons who must be con- 
sidered, when it comes to the 
effi- 


ciency of a municipal fire system, and 
it will be some satisfaction to show 
them on the next official visit that the 
city has taken this important step, 
thus insuring us against an Increase 
in insurance rates, as well as Insuring 
us against the possibility of disastrous 
fires. 


After two years, three fires have 


come within ten days. They were not 
expensive fires. They.were confined 
to small cottages, but if, in the case and Lawrenci 
of the fire on Cottage Drive, an in- Haven, Conn, 
sufficient water pressure had been ex- 
perienced, the effect would have been 
disastrous for the entire street. That 
-the pressure was good at the time of 
the fire Is one reason why the firemen 
•were able to perform such efficient 
service. That the pressure throughout 
the city must also be made to conform 
to a high state of efficiency, Is some- 
thing that the city board has insisted 
upon, and the local water company 
•will make this pressure uniform and 
in accordance with the ordinance. 


There are many things that must 


he done in this growing city. The 
water supply must be improved. The 
public utility companies must one and 
all be made to serve us better.- We 
have at the present time, one of the 
most progressive city councils to 'be 
found anywhere In the state. This 
body of men is attempting to do many 
things in the nature of Improvements, 
and there are many obstacles to the 
carrying out of plans. What is most 
needed, however, is a loyal, support of 
these efforts,! which must come from 
the citizens. In framing laws to gov- 
ern the fire-fighting supply of water, 
and other progressive measures, the 
council Is doing progressive work. 
The Argus believes that the people 
•will stand behind them.

Bulletin No. 194, entitled "A Review 
of ^Investigations in Soil Bacteriology." 


"Hall and Miller showed in their in- 


vestigations that the soils of Rotham- 
stead are losing lime at the rate of 
800 to 1000 pounds to the acre an- 
nually, and that certain plats receiv- 
ing applications of artificial manures 
suffer increased losses of lime as com- 
pared with the unmanured soils. This 
fact is not difficult to explain, since 
the substances thus introduced place 
a further drain upon the calcium car- 
bonate (lime) by the reactions which 
they involve." 


"It is well known that considerable 


quantities of lime are removed from 
all soils as calcium bicarbonate. Cav- 
endish, who discovered that the car- 
bonate is soluble in water charged 
with carbon dioxides, demonstrated 
the presence of the bicarbonate in 
many natural waters, and indicated 
thus a serious source of loss from the 
calcium carbonate (lime) stores of the 
soil." 


Johnston wrote in 1849 on "Use of 


Lime in Agriculture:" 
"Experience 


everywhere teaches that the influence 
of the lime we have laid upon our 
fields after a time gradually diminish- 
es, the grass becomes visibly less rich 
and fuller of weeds every year, the 
crops of corn less abundant, the sam- 
ple of grain inferior, and the kind of 
grain which the land will ripen less 
valuable. Does the lime actually dis- 
appear from the soil, or does it merely 
cease to act? This question was most 
distinctly answered by Lampadius. He 
mingled lime with the soil of a certain 
piece of land until it was in proportion 
of 1.19 per cent of its whole wfiifht, 
and he determined subsequently by 
analysis the proportion of lime it con- 
tained in each of the three succeeding 
years. The first year it contained 1.19 
per cent carbonate of lime; the socnnd 
O.S9 
per cent; the third 0.52 per cent; 


the fourth 0.24 per cent. There ran be 
no question, therefore, that the Hmo 
gradually disappears or is removed 
from the soil." 


"We see thus that the extent of the 


loss of lime from soils was fully ap- 
preciated as far back as the middle of 
the last century. It was also well 
known at that time that the remnril 
of calcium bicarbonate in the drainage 
waters went far towards counting for 
this loss." 


Johnston also says: "This effect of 


the rain is washing or dissolving out 
the lime of the soil is so marked that 
it is no uncertain thing to find soils 
which rest immediately upon lime- 
stnne or even upon soft chalk rock al- 
most entirely destitute of lime. . . . 
Heavy dressings of animal manures, 
repeated applications 'of acid phos- 
phates and of potassium salts, and the 
frequent plowing under of green crops, 
naturally involve extensive losses, and 
call for frequent compensation in form 
or' applications of lime."

FLAMES TAKE HIS LIFE. 


Seven-Year-Old Grandson of Mr. J. H. 


Adams Dies From Burns Received 


From. Bonfire. 


The pitiful story of a tragedy in 


T.os Angeles, in which a young lad 
lost his life, once more points to the 
necessity for care when allowing the 
children to "play with fire." The boy 
was the grandson of J. H. Adams, who 
owns the fifty-acre El Dorado ranch in 
Covina, and his father was married 
in Covina to a girl whom many re- 
member as Miss Deema *Reese. An 
account of the tragedy is aa follows: 


Eugene Adams, the 7-year-old son 


of Mr. and Mrs. Guy E. Adams of 223 
South Ardmore .street,, met a terrible 
death early yesterday morning, being 
fatally burned,.when his clothing was 
ignited by a bonfire near which he 
was playing on Saturday evening. The 
little fellow approached too near to 
..the fire, and a moment later, with his 
clothing a mass of flame, ran scream- 
ing into the house and fell writhing 
in agony on the floor of the kitchen. 


Attracted by the agonized cries of 


her son, Mrs. Adams ran from an ad- 
joining room and smothered out the 
flames in the boy's clothing, being 
painfully burned about the hands and 
arms in, beating out the fire. Picking 
up the boy, who had fainted from the 
intense pain, Mrs. Adams laid him. on 
a couch and, aided-,by. Miss Anna Fos- 
ter, a professional nurse, stripped 'the 
partly burned clothing from the. body. 
Miss Foster applied soothing lotions 
to the terrible burns and' called a phy- 
sician. 
Dr. D. C. Barber of 683 .South Har- 


vard boulevard responded to the sum- 
mons, but on his arrival found the lit- 
tle victim so .terribly burned that noth- 
ing could be done except to ease the 
pain as much as possible. 
Several 


hours after the accident death reliev- 
ed his sufferings. Dr. Barber imme- 
diately notified the coroner of the acci- 
dent, and the body was removed to a 
local undertaking parlor. Dr. Barber 
said last night that nothing could have 
been done to save the life of the boy, 
a large area of his body having been 
reached by the flames.—Los Angeles 
TCxaminer.
